Team formed 
to challenge 
planned Tooele 
Depot closure

Gov. Mike Leavitt announced 
the members and purpose of his 
Defense Conversion Team 
Monday. One of the team’s first 
jobs is to challenge the proposal 
by the Defense Base Closure and 
Realignment Commission that 
most of the Tooele Army Depot be 
shut down. 

The Tooele Depot’s north area 
was recommended for consolida- 
tion by Defense Secretary Les 
Aspin Friday. 

Sen. George Mantes, D-Tooele 
and co-chair of the team, said the 
team will try to convince the com- 
mission that their decision hasn’t 
been based on logic or economic 
sense. “We have the most mod- 
ern, state-of-the-art depot in the 
world and they want to move to 
the two most obsolete depots. 
That makes no economic sense. 
We think they haven’t looked at 
all the areas,” he said. 

Mantes said the closure would 
also waste the new $110 million 
truck-maintenance plant which 
was dedicated in October 1992. 

The team was also organized for 
the long-range purpose of han-. 
dling the defense cutbacks that 
may occur in Utah over the next 
few years, Mantes said. “Hill Air 
Force Base and Defense Depot 

are also vulnerable,” he 
said. ; 

Dave Hunt, public affairs spe- 
cialist for the Tooele Depot, said 
they are waiting to see what hap- 
pens, but said “whatever the gov- 
ernor can do that may help is fine 
with us.” 

The proposals could affect 2,279 
civilian jobs and 24 military jobs 
between 1995 and 1999, accord- 
ing to a press release from the 
governor’s office. 

The recommendation from the 
Base Closure and Realignment 
Commission is not final yet, Hunt 
said. An independent commission 
will be evaluating each installa- 
tion recommended for closure, 
realignment or scaling back 
between now and July 1. Their 
final recommendations will be 
presented to President Clinton on 
July 1, Hunt said. 

The team, co-chaired by 
Mantes, D-Tooele, and Scott 
Parkinson, executive director of 
the Ogden Chamber of 
Commerce, will be joined by rep- 
resentatives from Utah’s military 
installations, private defense con- 
tractors, congressional leaders, 
state legislators, economic devel- 
opment leaders, mayors, county 
commissioners, education and 
training leaders and business 
representatives, according to the 
release.

SAN SALVADOR, El Salvador — Salvadoran leaders pleaded with the 
nation Monday to look ahead and not to the past, after a commission 
named those responsible for the worst abuses of a 12-year war that’ 
killed more than 75,000 people. 

The Commission on the Truth in El Salvador released findings of a 
seven-month probe that blamed both military and rebel commanders for 
5 long list of abuses. It said the majority were committed by the armed 
orces. 

.The United States backed a series of rightist governments against left- 
ist rebels. 

“We are going to turn our back on a sad page of our history,” President 
Alfredo Cristiani said on TV Sunday night. He asked for an amnesty to 
“close the door to all temptations of revenge or reprisals.” 

The 84-member National Assembly probably would approve an 
amnesty. 

The Barabundo Marti National Liberation Front, or FMLB, rejected 
any immediate amnesty.

NEW YORK — Searchers found the body of the last missing victim of 
last month’s World Trade Center bombing on Monday, bringing to six the 


number of people killed by the huge vehicle-bomb explosion. 


The victim was identified as Wilfredo Mercado, 37, a hotel employee 
who was last seen in the basement parking area where the bomb explod- 
ed Feb. 26. The first five victims were found within hours of the explosion 


at the 110-story twin towers. 


Three people have been arrested in the bombing, which injured more 


than 1,000 people. : 


Trained dogs had gone into the blast area eight times over the weekend’ 


searching for Mercado, who worked at the center’s Vista Hotel. 


Workers searching through the rubble Monday came across a boot 
sticking out of the debris, said Mark Marchese, spokesman for the Port 
Authority of New York and New Jersey, which owns the complex. 


Marchese said the body was intact.

Laurens Jolles, a U.N. High 
Commissioner for Refugees official 
who left Srebrenica on Sunday, 
said: “I have seen scenes I would 
never have expected in the 20th 
century.” 

He said in Srebrenica, 15 miles 
southwest of Konjevic Polje, there 
were “thousands of women and 
children living together in the 
snow, without any shelter, huddled 
around fires. Most have not eaten 
for four to five days.” 

Reports said the U.N. commander 
in Bosnia left Srebrenica for a 
meeting with the Bosnian Serb mil- 
itary commander to press demands 
that Serb fighters allow aid con- 
voys and the evacuation of wound- 
ed. 

Murat Efendic, an eastern 
Bosnian official in Sarajevo, said 
he heard by ham radio that 
Konjevic Polje fell to Serbian troops 
after fierce clashes. 

Efendic said 11 tanks and 10 
armored vehicles were pursuing 


but gave no details. 

Gen. Philippe Morillon, head of 
U.N. peacekeepers in Bosnia, has 
set up operations in Srebrenica. 
Unconfirmed ham radio reports 
from the area said he left for a 
meeting with Bosnian Serb Gen. 
Ratko Mladic and later returned. 

Morillon told two French TV sta- 
tions that he is demanding the 
Serbs allow aid convoys in and per- 
mit evacuation of scores of sick and 
wounded. He also wants U.N. mili- 
tary observers stationed in the 
area. 

But an official at U.N. headquar- 
ters in Zagreb, Croatia, said the 
Bosnian Serb military command 


rejected those demands as long as _ 


Morillon stayed in Srebrenica. 

A U.N. statement released in 
Sarajevo stressed Morillon has 
every intention of “remaining in 
the Srebrenica area for the foresee- 
able future.”

Dimas suggested that a “commu- 
nity treatment continuum” needs 
to be developed in our community. 
He listed several steps to be taken 
to put such a plan into effect. 

“We need prevention, interven- 
tion, detoxification, protected envi- 
ronment, treatment, continuing 
care and sobriety,” Dimas said. 

In addition to the plan he pro- 
posed, he also offered other solu-

Dimas suggested that all physi- 
cians should take drinking histo- 
ries from their patients because 
they are a great indicator of the 
drinker’s behavior.

Closing military bases 
painful, but necessary 


The “hit list” of military bases is out. 

These are the bases to be shut down by proposed defense cuts, and with the 
list comes a crusade of politicians in a fit. Every state with bases in jeopardy 
has senators rallying to save their people and their local economies. 

Rep. Jim Hansen, R-Utah, is fighting against the proposed transfer of work 
done at Tooele Army Depot’s North Area because it would wipe out more than. 
2,300 jobs. But these same politicians seem to be contradicting themselves. 

One of the major issues of the last elec- 
tion was the economy, and former President 
Bush’s campaign officials have conceded that 
the weak economic atmosphere mortally 
wounded his chances for re-election. Bill 
Clinton came along with his deficit cutting 
promises, and everyone was behind him. Even 
the politicians. That is, until the specific cuts 
were announced. ~ 

There seems to be a double standard of 
loyalty here. The theme of government has 
become change and sacrifice under the new 
administration, and everyone roots for it — 
unless personal interests are at stake. 

Unfortunately, the proposed downsizing won’t happen without a few draw- 
backs, and the cuts will affect about 24,000 military jobs and 57,000 civilian 
jobs in communities across the country. These transitions and job changes will 
not be easy, but government is also considering a $19.6 billion defense conver- 
sion plan to help ease the pain. 

Defense Secretary Les Aspin said the nationwide trimming of the overgrown 
defense foliage will eventually save $5.6 billion a year. Aspin said the govern- 
ment is downsizing in the way major corporations are, eliminating overhead 
and closing unneeded plants. 

If America is going to get out from under the deficit clamp that’s slowly 
squeezing life out of the economic future, these kinds of changes are necessary. 

According to a U.S. News and World Report poll, 58 percent of voters think 
Clinton’s plans don’t cut enough government spending, and only 20 percent felt 
he went too far on cutting defense spending. Obviously, people in America 
expected some changes when they elected the new president. 

_ The politicians, who rallied under the flag of change last November, are now 
going to have to stop making excuses and start coming up with ways to help 
people affected by the changes. Every base has legitimate reasons not to be 
shut down, but Americans seem to agree things can’t continue as usual. 
Otherwise, Clinton never would have made it to the White House. 

The country sat back and let the deficit grow from $829 billion in 1979 to 
today’s $4.2 trillion. Now it’s time to pay for that shopping spree, and the politi- 
cians from all states need to accept that fact, as most Americans have.

Honors hit hard 
To the editor: 

As I read about the new registration 
changes I was appalled that the adminis- 
tration could approve such a plan. 
Throughout this year President Rex Lee 
has admonished students to graduate in 
four years. The new changes in registra- 
tion instead give first preference to those 
who have more than 130 hours of credit, or 
more than four years. The new registration 
policy contradicts everything that we have 
been hearing about graduating in four 
years. : 

The registration policy should not be 
based on total hours, but rather on number 
of hours taken the previous semester. This 
would encourage students to take more 
credit hours. By taking more hours, stu- 
dents would spend less time in school and 
graduate earlier. A policy like this is effec- 
tive and accomplishes the school’s goal of 
getting students graduated in four years. 

Another problem with the registration 
system is that it punishes honors students. 
Under the old registration system, honors 
students had early registration privileges 
when they took one honors class. Now hon- 
ors students must complete four honors 
classes, including a two class History of 
Civilization track. This class is generally 
taken during the sophomore year and 
because there is one semester delay on reg- 
istration, honors can not take advantage of 
early registration until winter semester of 
their j junior year. By this time, early regis- 
tration isn’t much of a help. 

The changes in honors registration privi- 
leges not only hurts honors students, but 
also hurts the honors department itself. 
The incentive for taking honors classes is 
now less than it was before and students 
are less likely to take honors classes. As 
the number of students registering for hon- 
ors classes drops, the number of classes 
offered will also drop: This will lead to a 
decrease in the anelty of BYU’s honors 
program. 

The changes in registration came as a 
surprise to me, as I’m sure it did to most 
students. The next time the university 
decides to make important changes in poli- 
cy, it should consult the students before- 
hand to gain their input. This would allow 
the administration to make policies that 
are more agreeable and beneficial to BYU 
students.

3 Cougar tracksters 
earn national honors

Three out of the 12 BYU track 
and field athletes that participated 
in the NCAA Indoor Track 
Championships last weekend came 
home with All-America honors. 

Anu Kaljurand, 1992 Estonian 
Olympian and defending outdoor 
NCAA heptathlete champion, 
obtained her third All-America 
award by placing fourth in the 
nation in the long jump. 

Kaljurand leapt 20-3 1/2 in the 
finals and would have placed third 
if she had jumped her 1993 person- 
al best mark. 

As the only BYU athlete to com- 
pete in two events, Kaljurand made 
it to the semifinals in the 55-meter 
hurdles with a time of 7.88 sec- 
onds. 

Although Kaljurand didn’t make 
the eight person finals she still 
placed ninth. 

“lm never satisfied, but it is nice 
to be among the best in the nation. 
I ran the best I’ve ever ran at the 
indoor nationals,” Kaljurand said. 

BYU’s Dena Burrows, plagued 
with the flu, advanced to the semi-

finals and ran a 7.0, but didn’t 
make the cut for the finals. 

For the BYU men, distance run- 
ner Jason Pyrah ran a 4:03.71 in 
the mile finals to earn sixth place 
and his fifth All-American honor. 
“Considering I almost didn’t make 
it into nationals this year I was 
really pleased,” Pyrah said. 

BYU distance runner Dave 
Spence, finished just behind Pyrah 
with a time of 4:06.52 in the mile to 
capture seventh place. 

Spence’s seventh place earned 
him his first All-America honor. 

In the 400, Sean Maye came in 
12th for BYU with a time of 48.1. 
Maye, 6-5, said the indoor tracks 
have tighter turns which force him 
to slow down in the corners. - 

Cougar sprinter Oluyemi Kayode 
had a bad start in the 55 and failed 
to advance. 


Kayode, a 1992 4 X 100 Olympit 


Silver Medalist, was recovering 
from a hamstring injury and had 
resumed training the week before 
the championships. 

Saturday the Cougars will kick 
off the outdoor season at 
University of Arizona.

This week, advertisements are 
running invitations in film indus- 
try trade publications to film mak- 
ers to buy the rights to photograph 
the destruction of the arena, said 
Brent Overson, Salt Lake County 
commissioner. 

“It will be exploded or rather 
imploded in upon itself. We have to 
get rid of the main arena in the 
Salt Palace, and we thought we 
would try a novel approach that 
would offset the cost of demolition,” 
Overson said. 

The 29-year-old arena wall be 
demolished one way or another this 
November to make way for the ren- 
ovation of the Salt Palace into a 
full scale convention center, said 
renovation project caer Sands 
Brooke. 

Imploding the arena will be 
quicker and aid the remodeling 
schedule, but the cost of blasting as 
opposed to more traditional demoli- 
tion techniques is substantial, 
Brooke said. : 

Inviting someone to come in and 
-buy the film rights to the demoli- 
tion is a creative way of defraying 
the increased cost of removing the 
arena by explosives, Brooke said., 

Advertisements have already run 
in Variety, a trade publication of 
the film industry. Brooke said they 
have received a few interested

The crown of the new center will 


be a 36,000-square-foot ballroom 
capable of accommodating more 
than 3,600 people for a sit-down 
dinner or 4,500 for a large meeting, 
Brooke said.

“We’ve never been able to bring 
conventions of this size to Salt 
Lake. In January of 1996, the 
American Bowling Congress will 
come with 40,000 people,” Overson 
said. 


Conventions of this size can bring - 


more than $20 million to the city, 
money that is from outside the 
state, Overson said. 

“They bring their money, leave it, 


‘and then leave,” Overson said. 


Overson said ‘Salt Lake City has a 
very environmentally clean indus- 
try and the new convention center 
will generate a substantial increase 
in revenue for the county.

Even with the changes, Morris 
encourages motorists to use their J 
own judgment when driving. nl 
may be’ perfectly acceptable to 
drive 65 mph one day; however, in 
a snow storm, 25 mph may be 
unacceptable,” he said. 

Morris said state law advises 
motorists to drive Utah’s highways 
at reasonable and proper speeds. 
“The speed limit should serve as a 
guide,” Morris said.
